Australian Wayne Gardner (Hon) 
won the June 7 Austrian GP’s 500cc 
road race at Salzburgring, beating 
Randy, Mamola (Yam) by 2.5 
seconds. Niall Mackenzie (Hon) was 
third, Ron Haslam (Hon) fourth, 
and Rob McElnea (Yam) fifth. 
Defending champ Eddie Lawson 
(Yam) dropped out of the race on 
the third lap with ignition problems. 
After five rounds of the 16-round 
World Championship Road Race 
Series, Gardner is on top in the point 
standings with 58 points, Mamola is 
second with 44, Haslam third with 
40 and Lawson fourth with 39. 


Anton Mang (Hon) won his third 
straight 250cc GP, topping Loris 
Reggiani (Apr) and Reinhold Roth 
(Hon) in Austria. Mang leads the 
250cc point standings over Roth, 
48 to 45. Fausto Gresini (Gar) 
topped the 125cc GP at Salzburg- 
ring. Gresini has won every 125cc 

- GP run so far this year. 


Team Suzuki's Mike Harth and Pete 
Carroll (Suz) won the fifth round of 
the WERA/EBC Brakes National 
Endurance Series, a six-hour road 
race held at Oklahoma’s Hallett 
Motor Racing Circuit. Team Suzuki 
led from start-to-finish and finished 
three laps up on Human Race Team 
(Yam), Genesis Racing (Yam) fin- 
ished third in the June 6 event. 


Texas Senate Bill 144, a bill that 
would have required all motorcy- 
clists to wear helmets, died when 
the state legislature adjourned on 
June 1.SB-144 was sponsored by 
Senator Ted Lyon (D-Rockwall) 
and it came very close to becom- 
ing law after it passed through the 
full Senate and through the House 
Transportation Committee. Jim 
Bensberg, AMA legislative affairs 
specialist for government rela- 
tions, testified in favor of adult 
voluntary helmet use at both the 
Senate and House hearings. While 
in Texas, Bensberg also worked 
closely with other concerned 
motorcycling organizations such 
as ABATE of Texas and the Texas 
Motorcycle Riders Association. 
Texas is one of 15 states to have 
introduced legislation this year in 
an effort to mandate helmet laws. 
With a motorcycling population in 
excess of 275,000, Texas ranks 
second to California in the number 
of registered motorcycles. 


Speedway stars Shawn Moran, Kelly 
Moran, Sam Ermolenko, Lance King 
and Rick Miller will return to 
southern California from England, 
where they have been competing in 
British Speedway League races, to 
take part in the Nissan American 
Speedway Final at Long Beach 
Veterans Stadium on June 13. The 
event is a qualifier for the World 
Championship Individual Finals 
which will take place in Amsterdam, 
Holland, on September 5-6. 


Four-time National Enduro Cham- 
pion Terry Cunningham, 28, is 
well on his way to recovery at his 
Athens, Ohio, home after break- 
ing his leg during the National 
enduro in Roselawn, Indiana, May

Assembly okays 
California 
Helmet bill

SACRAMENTO, CA, JUNE 3 
California assemblymen voted 
41-29 June | to approve a 
mandatory helmet law in Cali- 


fornia, and reaffirmed that 
decision two days later with a 42-26 
vote that sent the measure to the state 
senate. 

AB36, introduced early this year by 
Assemblyman Richard Floyd (D- 
Gardena), was considered a second 
time by the assembly only because 
staunch AB36 opponent Gil Fergu- 
son (R-Newport Beach) missed the 
first vote due to a plane delay. The 
late flight prevented Ferguson from 
speaking against mandatory helmet 
use during the floor debate. 

The vote marked the first time a 
mandatory helmet bill has been 
approved by either house of the 
California Assembly, although leg- 
islators have proposed such measures 
for 26 years. Floyd's bill squeaked 
through the state's 80-member lower 
house, barely winning a majority. 

AB36 now goes to the Senate 
Transportation Committee where it 
will be heard June 30, at 1:30 p.m. 

Floyd contends that a helmet law 
would save California taxpayers $65 
million a year in medical costs, 
which he claims the state must pay 
to treat injured motorcyclists. Dur- 
ing debate, Floyd said his measure 
would reduce California’s “‘high 
level” of motorcycle-related deaths 
and injuries. 

AB36 opponents hold that the 
proposed law is a governmental 
intrusion into individual freedom. 

Ferguson said that motorcyclists 
have the right to ride without 
helmets as long as they place only 
themselves at risk. 

“God — not government — gave 
us the right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness,” Ferguson 
said. “If someone’s going to pursue 
happiness without a helmet on, and 
he breaks his head, I don’t see what 
business it is of government.” 

Assemblyman Larry Stirling (R- 
La Mesa), said during the floor 
debate that Floyd’s measure is tan- 
tamount to, “government by Nanny, 
where we try to tell everybody what s 
right and safe for them.” 

Assemblywoman Dorris Allen (R- 
Garden Grove), who sponsored 
California’s helmet law which 
requires all motorcycle riders under 
age 15% to wear helmets, said the state 
pays the hospital bills for many 
victims. of motorycle accidents, 
therefore the state, “should have 
some say as to how to minimize the 
danger involved.” e

The groundswell of mandatory 
helmet use legislation has been 
stopped cold in other states. Texas, 
Illinois, Washington, and Indiana 
all had legislation introduced and 
subsequently shelved, abandoned, or 
extensively modified to preserve the 
rights of adult motorcyclists, solely 
because of pressure from the legis- 
lators’ constituents. 

Please don’t wait until it is too late

Chairman, today, and urge them to 
vote No on AB 36!

Rainey takes his third 
straight at Brainerd

Team Honda’s Wayne Rainey turned in a 
flawless ride at Brainerd International 
Raceway, upholding his perfect 1987 road 


race record .— three wins in three starts. 
Rainey topped rival Team Schwantz by nearly five 
Yoshimura Suzuki pilot Kevin seconds on the ultra-fast 
















Brainerd circuit. Third place went 
to Rainey’s teammate, AMA Grand 
National Champion Bubba Shobert. 
Honda-mounted Dan Chivington 
put his Honda across the line in 
fourth place with Doug Polen nurs- 
ing his ailing Suzuki to fifth. 

For Rainey it was a perfect wee- 
kend of racing. The Downey, Cali- 
fornia, resident won his heat race, 
picked up $10,000 for winning the 
Camel Challenge sprint race and 
collected 20 more points towards the 
Camel Pro Series Championship 
when he won the National. 

For rival Schwantz it was a less 
successful weekend. The Texan 
survived a violent, 160 mph crash in 
the fastest portion of the track during 
practice on Saturday, and finished 
second behind Rainey in the heat 
race, Camel Challenge and the 
National. 

Schwantz’ Yoshimura Suzuki 
teammate Satoshi Tsujimoto was 
less fortunate than Schwantz. The 
Japanese champion was following 
Schwantz into turn one when the 
mishap occured. When Schwantz 
lost the front end, Tsujimoto 
grabbed too much front brake and 
also crashed hard. 

The Suzuki rider was airlifted 
from St Joseph’s Hospital in Brai- 
nerd to North Memorial Hospital in 
Minneapolis with a fractured cervi- 
cal vertebra and a fractured left ankle. 

Prior to the crash on Saturday, 
both Schwantz and Rainey had 
showed their ability to turn lap times 
in the one-minute, 42-second 
bracket. The crash occured with 
Schwantz running his race setup; 
checking the condition of his 
Michelin tires after running at a 
good pace for a number of laps. 

“I went around a guy on the 
outside, lost the front end and all hell 
broke loose,” Schwantz said after his 
medical checkup revealed only road 
rash and a swollen right ankle. “I 
got my knee down, but it just tried 
to tear my leg off. He (Tsujimoto) 
hit his head pretty hard.” 





When the ambulance attendant 
got to Schwantz, they asked hin 
what day it was? “I told ’em, as fa 
as I slid it could be Sunday.” 

Both Suzukis were destroyed in tht 
crash. Schwantz’ rear wheel was ir 
pieces while Tsujimoto’s front enc 
was completely torn from the rest o! 
the bike. The two were covered anc 
left in a corner of the Suzuki garage 
Schwantz would ride his backup 
bike, which, according to the Texan. 
was not quite up to par with his now- 
destroyed mount. 

Saturday was Yamaha's Jimmy 
Filice’s first outing of the weekend 
and things weren’t going well for the 
northern Californian. 

“I got a cortisone shot in my 
shoulder yesterday, so I didn’t getany 
practice,” Filice said. ‘‘There’s 
something in my shoulder, a calcium 
buildup or something.” 

Filice’s troubles were compounded 
by an ill-running, wrongly-jetted 
Yamaha FZR750. It was the begin- 
ning of yet another miserable wee- 
kend for Filice. 

Rumors ran rampant through the 
paddock on Saturday that Suzuki 
would claim Honda’s carburetors 


‘ following Sunday’s National. Suzuki 


was reportedly upset with the Road 
Atlanta disqualification of Tsuji- 
moto, following a random weigh-in 
that the Suzuki failed to pass. The 
weigh-in was rumored to be insti- 
gated by Honda, thus Suzuki’s 
thoughts of a carburetor-claim reta- 
liation. The ugly can of worms was 
never opened, thus putting a hold, 
albeit temporary, on World War III. 

The first heat race got underway 
on the 10-turn, three-mile circuit 
with Rainey following Jeff Farmer 
into turn one. Schwantz, who was 
lucky to be walking after his horrific 
crash only hours before, was a little 
hesitant, but still crossed the line 
behind Rainey at the end of the first 
lap. 

Farmer dropped to third with 
Steve Crevier, Doug Polen and Kevin 
Rentzell fighting for fourth. By the 
end of lap two, Rainey led Schwantz 
by three seconds, by lap three the gap 
was 4.5 (“There was a bird on the 
outside of turn one, it flew right up 
at me and I thought it was going 
in my helmet,” Schwantz said. “It 
scared me; today’s not a good day 
for racing for me”) and by the finish 
it was seven seconds. Farmer took an 
easy third with Crevier edging Polen 
for fourth. 

Polen’s bike had "dropped a 
cylinder” on the second lap. The 
Texan was also trying to cure a 
chattering problem and had fitted a 
treaded Dunlop K-series front tire to 
his Kosar Racing Suzuki GSXR750; 
he would later go back to a slick for 
the National. 

Rainey had smashed the five-lap 
record that he set last year, traveling 
the 15 miles in eight minutes, 38.9 
seconds for an average speed of 
104.48 mph. 

Heat two was a Shobert, McMur- 
ter, Shorts, Chivington battle that 
saw Shobert edging McMurter and 
Kawasaki-mounted Shorts. 

Shorts’ third was disallowed, 
however, when the Kawasaki was 
found to be one pound under the 390- 
pound limit. Shorts was tossed out 
of the entire program, missing the 
chance to put the Kawasaki into the 
Camel Challenge and the National. 
The Ninja was the same bike ridden 
by Ricky Graham at Daytona, and 
showed plenty of promise with 
Shorts at the helm. 

Shorts later tested the Kawasaki on 
Sunday with 36mm Mikunis, but 
was black-flagged from the track 
because of his Saturday disqualifi- 
cation. “We got it Friday night, and 
I’m excited about it,” Shorts said of 
the Kawasaki. “‘It’s a lot faster today 


with the new carbs. This bike steers 
real nice and its easy to go through 
traffic on. It steers better than what 
I’ve been riding.” 

Filice’s problems continued, 
showing that if it wasn’t for bad luck 
he wouldn’t have any at all. The 
rubber plugs in the cam cover 
popped out, causing Filice to not 
finish the heat. He would be on the 
back row of the National. 


Camel Challenge 


The $17,500 Camel Challenge 
featured the fastest six qualifiers: 
Rainey, Schwantz, Shobert, McMur- 
ter, Farmer and Chivington. 

Rainey proceeded to lead every lap, 
but it wasn’t as easy as the heat race. 
A more confident Schwantz was on 
his rear wheel for the entire distance 
and the duo turned in a few 1:41 laps. 
Rainey took the win and the $10,000 
winner’s share, and in the process 
shattered the five-lap record he had 
set in the heat race. Chivington held 
off Shobert for third with Farmer 
edging McMurter for fifth. 

“The bike’s working good. I'll 
leave it alone for the final,” Schwantz 
said. “I still can’t go through there 
(turn one) real good when I'm in 
front. I can follow him through there 
okay.” 

“I hit neutral going into turn two 
on the first lap,” Rainey said. “I 
downshifted to sixth and you go 
through there in fifth, so that kind 
of screwed me up. I didn’t count him 
(Schwantz) out (because of his Sat- 
urday crash).”’ 

“He runs er in there pretty good,” 
Shobert said of Chivington. ‘I’m not 
confident enough to just go all out 
for five laps. I settle down in the 
longer races.” 


National 


The 20-lap Superbike National 
got underway with Schwantz leading 
while Rainey wheelied the big 
Honda off the line. That lead didn’t 
last, however, as Rainey passed 
around the outside in one and two. 
As the pack crossed the line at the 
completion of lap one Rainey led 
Schwantz, Chivington, Polen, Sho- 
bert, Crevier and McMurter. 

Filice, meanwhile, ended a miser- 
able weekend with a crash in turn 
four. “I was going around a guy and 
he just ran into me,” Filice said. “I 
had nowhere to go. I've got tire 
marks on my leathers.” 

By the second lap, the race for the 
lead was essentially over. On this 
day, Rainey was superior. Schwantz 
wasn't pushing Rainey, and the 
Honda pilot started pulling away, 
turning a 1:42.12 on lap two and a 
1:42.65 on lap three. 

While the race for the lead was for 
all practical purposes over, the battle 


for third was heating rapidly. Chi- 
vington, Polen, McMurter, Shobert 
and Crevier all had a shot at it. 
Farmer was also in the thick of things 
until a crash put him out of the 
running. 

Crevier was gone by lap six, 
another crash victim, Shobert, Chi- 

_ vington, Polen and McMurter were 
still battling and could be covered 
with a cocktail napkin. 

MecMurter excused himself from 
the argument when his Yamaha 
FZR750 started to overheat. The 
Canadian started a gradual fade that 
saw him nurse his way to a sixth 
place finish. 

By the 13th lap, Rainey was still 
comfortable with Schwantz equally 
safe in second. Chivington led Polen 
and Schwantz across the line. At the 
end of lap 16, however, Shobert had 
asserted himself and the horsepower 
of the factory Honda, pulling clear 
of Chivington. Polen couldn't stay 
close either as the Suzuki's rev limiter 
continually kicked in, causing the 
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bike to run only on two cylinders; 
not enough to win this battle. 

At the finish, it was Rainey taking 
the Superbike winner’s share of the 
$60,000 Brainerd purse, followed by 
Schwantz, Shobert, Chivington, 
Polen, McMurter, and dirt tracker 
Doug Chandler. 

“He had the half second on me 
after the first lap,” Schwantz said. 
“I tried everything I knew, but I just 
couldn’t hook back up with him.” 

“I passed them on the outside of 
one,” Rainey said. “I got a bad start 
and I knew I had to break away on 
the first lap.” a

Ballington edges 
Renfrow at Brainerd

In a battle that made the earlier Camel 
Challenge five-lap sprint race seem about 
as exciting as a 24-hour endurance race, 
Team MacLean’s Kork Ballington dove 


under Vance & Hines’ Randy 
Renfrow on the exit of turn 10 
on the final lap to take his 
second win of the year in 250cc 
Grand Prix action, held at Brainerd 
International Raceway. 

Right behind the leading duo was 
Team MacLean's latest import, 
England’s Alan Carter, in what was 
his first race in the United States. 
Fourth place went to Team Nordica 
Roberts’ John Kocinski with defend- 


ing National Champion Don Greene 
fifth. 





With his win, Ballington took over 
the 250cc Grand Prix point standings 
lead over Kocinski, 51-43. 

In what is becoming the norm, the 
250cc race was the best race of the 
weekend with six riders going for the 
lead in the early stages of the race, 
and five riders battling to the finish. 
When it came down to the end, 
however, it was once again a Bal- 
lington/Renfrow duel. 

“I was sideways around turn two 
for the last two laps,” Ballington said 
on his way to the winner’s circle. It 
was that kind of race. 











Renfrow lost the clutch early on 
his Honda RS250, and it may have 
contributed to Ballington’s last turn 
pass. 

“I got the rear end hopping going 
into 10 and I couldn’t use the clutch 
to get it down,” Renfrow said. 
“When I drifted wide coming out I 
was just hoping only one would 
come under me.” Only one did and 
it was Ballington. 

After practice sessions on Friday 
and Saturday, Danny Coe’s Rotax 
was the talk of the horsepower crowd 
as he went through the speed traps 
at 139 mph; the fastest clocking of 
the weekend. 

“It was windy,” Coe said. “And 
they didn’t do MacLean’s bikes.” 

Lap times, however, showed 
MacLean’s Ballington and Carter, 
along with Renfrow and Kocinski, 
at the top of the charts. The rest were 
not far behind, however. 

The Nordica Yamahas had tuner 
Bud Aksland frowning while trying 
to figure out what was making the 
little twins randomly become sin- 
gles. Kocinski’s teammate, Calvin 
Rayborn III, almost crashed in 
practice on Saturday when he lost 
the front end in the fastest corner of 
the circuit, turn one. He saved it with 
his knee, cutting himself in the 
process. Kocinski was his usual 
confident self, trying to figure a way 
to pick up another second. 

Carter was enjoying himself in his 
first U.S. race. “It’s not too bad,” the 
22-year-old said. “We're just testing 
different wheels, tires and things. It’s 
looking good. It’s good racing here 
and it’s nice to be competitive with 
a good bike.” 

The first heat race got going with 
Rich Oliver immediately leading the 
field by three seconds. James Ste- 
phens had his Yamaha in second 
place followed by Garry Griffith and 
Kocinski, who was left on the start- 
ing line, after one lap. 

“It went dead on one cylinder on 
the line,” Kocinski said. “It sounded 
awful, I was the last guy off the start 
and he (Oliver) had 10 seconds. on 
me after the first lap.” 

Kocinski cut that down to 6.13 
seconds at the finish as he disposed 
of Stephens and Griffith. Oliver took 
the easy win. 

The second heat race was a preview 
of coming attractions with a six-rider 
freight train crossing the line to end 
the first lap. Coe led Ballington, 
Carter, Greene, Renfrow and Ray- 
born. Coe went from first to seventh 
on the second lap as Carter took over. 
His teammate Ballington stole the 











show on the third lap and led to the 
finish over Carter, Renfrow and 
Greene. Coe topped Rayborn on his 
running-on-one-cylinder Yamaha. 

“I need to drop another second,” 
said heat one race winner Oliver. 
“Those guys (the heat two pack) 
could use a draft and I was by 
myself.” 

The final got underway with 
Carter leading the first lap over 
Kocinski, Renfrow, Ballington, 
Oliver and Greene. Rayborn was not 
with the lead group, but held seventh 
over Stephens. 

As the pack crossed the line to end 
lap two, Carter looked like he was 
going to leave them behind as he 
opened up what would be the biggest 
lead of the race. Oliver was up to 
second with Kocinski, Renfrow, 
Ballington and Greene in close 
formation. By the fourth of the 17 
laps, however, the pack was back on 
Carter as Rayborn started a march 
toward the lead group. Coe, mean- 
while, had moved past the Andrew 
Leisner/Stephens battle. 

On lap five, Rayborn worked 
himself up to the lead group after 
turning in his first 1:45 lap time; two 
seconds faster than his best in 


“practice. The leaders, meanwhile, 


were turning times in the low 46- 
range. 

Rayborn reached his limit on lap 
seven as he took to the dirt briefly. 
in turn 10, losing ground that he 
would never regain. He later com- 
plained that the Yamaha again 
suffered through two-cylinder/one- 
cylinder bursts. 

Up front at the halfway mark it 
was Kocinski, Ballington, Renfrow, 
Oliver, Carter and Greene; Carter 
and Greene touched fairings on one 
occasion but both said it was no big 
deal. 

Ballington took the lead for the 
first time on lap nine, but it was still 
anybody’s race. Carter, Renfrow, 
Greene, Kocinski and Oliver were 
sull right there. 

Oliver dropped from the running 
on lap 14 when his chain snapped, 
turning the six-rider race into a five- 
rider duel. 

Renfrow led the pack past the 
start/finish line to start the final lap 
with Ballington, Carter, Greene and 
Kocinski glued to his rear wheel. 

Ballington got by Renfrow in the 
back section of the course, but 
Renfrow got him back on the short 
straight before turn 10. Both riders 
braked together with Renfrow gain- 
ing the edge on the entrance to 10. 
With his rear wheel hopping, Ren- 
frow ran it in alittle deep and drifted 
wide. Ballington used his experience 
to take to the inside and outdrive his 
rival to the flag. Carter held off 
Kocinski and Greene for third. 

"We had too big of a gap between 
third and fourth and they would get 
me under the bridge,” Kocinski said. 
“The race is so close, you can’t afford 
to lose an inch.” 

“I leaned it out one too many,” 
Greene said. “But it’s not too bad 
for a tuner/rider. I tuned the thing 
myself and it wouldn't pull off the 
corners. But I’m starting to creep 
back up in the points.” 

“They ride real good,” Carter said 
of his new American competitors. 
“Everyone leaves lots of room, and 
that’s different from Europe.” H

Adamo does it again in 
Brainerd Twins action

Team Leoni’s Jimmy Adamo withstood 
early rainfall and the constant pressure of 
Dr. John’s Moto-Guzzi-mounted Doug 
Brauneck to win his second race in a row 


in the Grand Prix Pro Twins 
class at Brainerd International 
Raceway. Dr. David Kieffer got 
the better of a race-long duel 
with John Long to finish third. 

Thomas Sharp rode his American 
Thunder Harley-Davidson to the 
Modified Production class win over 
Ducati-mounted Chris Helland and 
Moto-Guzzi-mounted Blain Paulus 
Jr. 

“It was a little wet out there,” 
Adamo said. “I just watched a little 
to see the spray off Brauneck and 
Church’s wheels. I came up, got em 
and pulled away.” 

The 14-lap, 50-mile final saw 
Harley-Davidson’s Gene Church 
powering off the line first and 
winning the drag race to turn one. 
When the pack came around to end 
the first circuit, however, it was 
Brauneck with an impressive lead 
over Adamo, Church, Kieffer, Long 
and Helland. By the end of the 
second lap, Brauneck led by almost 
three seconds, appearing as if he 
would walk away with this-one. 

The track started to dry, the rain 
quit falling and suddenly by lap 
three, Adamo was back in business. 
When the pack ended lap four, the 
General Engineering/Michelin/ 
Arai/Sinisalo/Gio. Ca. Moto USA- 
sponsored rider had his Ducati in 
front. Church, meanwhile, was a 





distant third, leading by almost a 
second and a half over the dueling 
Long and Kieffer. 

The Modified pack was a tight 
battle between Paulus, Helland, and 
Douglas Gross on his Ducati Paso. 
By the halfway mark, Adamo was 
way ahead of Brauneck with Church, 
Long and Kieffer tightly knit, and 
over 30 seconds behind. 

Church went low on the front 
straight with mechanical problems 
on lap nine, allowing Long and 
Kieffer to blast past. On lap 11, Gross 
crashed the Paso in turn 10. 

On the final lap, Adamo held a 
comfortable lead over Brauneck with 
Long and Kieffer still battling. At 
the flag it was Kieffer after stuffing 
it under Long in turn 10. 

Brauneck's second place keeps him 
in the point lead, but only by “one 
measly point.” 

“I knew it would have to be going 
into 10,” Kieffer said of the pass on 
Long. “The bikes were even, but 
mine might have had a little more 
grunt.” e

Polen gets revenge in 
Brainerd Supersport

Honda CB600 Hurricane-mounted Doug 
Polen avenged his loss to Thomas Stevens 
three weeks ago at Road Atlanta when he 
beat the young Floridian by 1.996 seconds 


at Brainerd International 
Raceway. 

Polen copied Stevens’ Road 
Atlanta win by leading every 
lap of the 10-lap affair. Randy 
Renfrow rode his Honda Hurricane 
to a third place finish, and claimed 
his first Supersport winner’s circle 
appearance after a great battle with 
Lance Nordby and Dan Chivington. 
Nordby and Chivington ended up 
fourth and fifth, respectively. Once 
again, the event was dominated by 
the new Honda Hurricanes — they 
filled the first 17 places in the final 
results. 

It was Dunlop's turn at gaining 
a win in the Supersports class. after 
losing out to Stevens’ Metzelers at 
Road Atlanta. Renfrow’s mount, like 
Polen’s, was shod in Dunlops. 

It was Polen’s first time at the 
three-mile, 10-turn Brainerd track. 

“It’s a lot of fun,” the Texan said. 
“There's a lot of traction and it’s got 
a good combination of fast and slow 
corners. I went out a little fast in the 
beginning, but I put everything 
together and started turning faster 
laps.” 

The race started with Dan Chi- 
vington leading the way into turn 
one, but it didn’t take long for Polen 
to assert himself. Stevens followed 
Polen past Chivington and by the 
time the pack crossed the start/finish 
line for the first time, the leading duo 
were already clear of the pack. 

Renfrow led a Nordby, Kevin 
Rentzell, Doug Tosten battle for 
fourth across the line at the end of 





lap one. Renfrow, the cagey veteran, 
was soon on Chivington and using 
his low-weight advantage to draft 
past on the straightaway. 

Polen and Stevens stayed close for 
six laps, and then Polen turned up 
the burners to pull away. Mean- 
while, Nordby had joined in the 
Renfrow/Chivington fracas, making 
it a three-way grapple to the flag. 

Rentzell's race came to an end as 
he pulled into the pits with mechan- 
ical ills on the sixth lap. 

The battle for third was the one 
to watch as the trio exchanged the 
position numerous times per lap. 
Polen was turning in times in the 
high 49, low 50 range while the third- 
place battle was circulating in the 
52s. 

At the finish it was Renfrow 
snatching third from Nordby with 
Chivington a close fifth. 

“Tt was a good race; a lot of fun,” 
Renfrow said. "The bikes are real 
even. It’s a good class. My low weight 
helps a lot on acceleration. I’m still 
disgusted with finishing third in the 
250cc heat.” 

“I kind of got tired and he got a 
little ahead of me,” Stevens told the 
crowd over the public address system.

Johnson, Turpin win 
at Meadowlands

EAST RUTHERFORD, NJ, JUNE 7 


Team Honda’s Ricky Johnson took advan- 
tage of a miscue by Team Kawasaki’s Jeff 
Ward to win the inaugural Coors Meadow- 
lands Supercross at Giants Stadium. Ward’s 


teammate Ron Lechien and 
Eddie Warren were second and 
third, respectively, with Yama- 
ha’s Jeff Leisk fourth and Ward 
recovering for fifth. 

Had Ward maintained his lead 
instead of crashing near the midway 
point, he would have clinched his 
second Supercross title. As it was, 
Ward now leads defending Super- 
cross champ Johnson 260 to 221 with 
two rounds remaining. Lechien is 
third in points with 209. 

Johnson earned $1500 from the 
$27,500 purse, with Lechien taking 
home $1350, and Warren, with his 
best Supercross finish ever, collected 
$1217. 

Suzuki's Ron Tichenor clinched 
the Eastern Region 125cc Cham- 
pionship by finishing second to 
teammate Keith Turpin today. Peter 
Hitchens, who was appearing in his 
first-ever Supercross and is spon- 
sored by his parents, finished third. 

“Tt feels great,” Tichenor, who just 
finished his junior year of high 
school, said. ‘The first couple of laps 
I thought I could catch him, but 





there wasn't much I could do. I had 
to settle for second.” 

Turpin’s win was worth $341 from 
the $5000 125cc purse. Tichenor 
earned $34 less, with Hitchens, of 
nearby Bound Brook, New Jersey, 
taking home $277 for third. 

Today's race, held at the home of 
the Superbowl Champion New York 
Giants, was the first-ever in the New 
York metropolitan area and drew a 
crowd of 28,672 in a stadium that 
seats over 70,000. The track was 
designed and built by John Savitski 
using over 9000 tons of dirt laid over 
230,000 square feet of plastic and 
supported by 6500 sheets 4’ x 8’ 
plywood. Riders had mixed opinions 
of the track with some saying that 
passing was easy while others dis- 
agreed. For the most part, there was 
little passing. 

250 heats 

Thunderstorms were predicted, 
but when the gate dropped for the 
first 250cc heat the sun had peeked 
through and the temperature was in 
the low 70s. Honda's Micky Dymond 
quickly dispatched Yamaha's Jeff 





Stanton and led the 11-rider pack at 
the end of the first eight laps. 

By the halfway point he had close 
to five seconds on Stanton who in 
turn had almost 10 on Guy Cooper, 
who was stuck in a battle with Rick 
Ryan and Jeff Frisz. 

The order wouldn’t change with 
Dymond leading Stanton, Cooper, 
and Ryan directly into the main. 

“We were about dead even going 
in,” Dymond said of the corner in 
which he passed Stanton, “I got him 
coming out. It’s going to be a good 
track. It’s pretty moist. It’s still pretty 
much one line, but there are places 
to pass.” 

Kawasaki's Eddie Warren took the 
holeshot into the right-hander at the 
end of the start straight and was never 
headed. Yamaha's Keith Bowen 
stayed in second the entire way with 
Fred Andrews moving Jeff Hicks 
back to fourth on the third lap. 
Yamaha’s Jim Holley fell hard in 
some whoops early in the race, 
jamming his handlebars into his 
thigh, but he remounted to finish last 
and had two more shots at the main. 

“I got a really exceptional start,” 
Warren explained, "And I didn’t do 
anything dumb.” 

The most talked about section of 
the track was the triple jumps which 
ran along the east edge of the 
grandstands. It was here that Suzu- 
ks George Holland passed Yama- 
ha’s Jeff Leisk just two turns after 
the start. “I looked at the triple after 
practice,” Holland said after the race, 
“and I knew I could clear it the way 
other guys did.” 

Once past he gained little advan- 
tage with Leisk pressing all the way 
and waiting for a mistake that never 
came. It was Holland by 10 bike 
lengths over Leisk with Ross Ped- 
erson a lonely third on a Yamaha 
ahead of Kawasaki-mounted Tyson 
Vohland. 

The fourth and final heat could 
have been a preview of the final with 
Ward, Johnson, and Lechien almost 





side-by-side on the start line. The 
holeshot went to Lechien, Ward 
grabbed the lead in the whoops 
coming back up the track and 
Johnson was third. 

Ward quickly opened up a com- 
fortable gap content to let his 
teammate Lechien fend off Johnson, 
which he did until the last lap when 
he crashed coming out of the hor- 
seshoe bend just after the triple- 
jumps. Lechien remounted to take 
third ahead of Suzuki’s Erik Kehoe. 

Ward, who wasn’t flying the 
triples like Johnson said, “My line 
through the triples was just as fast 
as theirs. My ankle is sore and I don’t 
want to hurt it there. If you set up 
right for the triples you can carry 
your speed through the final jump. 
I felt really in control out there.” 


250cc semis/LC 

Jeff Frisz briefly led the first semi 
before getting passed on the third lap 
by the eventual winner Shaun Kalos. 
Kalos sped away, Frisz dropped off 
the pace, and Ray Sommo moved in 
to take the second and final transfer 
from the eight-lap semi. 

Suzuki's Donny Schmit wanted to 
make up for his eighth place finish 
in the fourth heat and took imme- 
diate command of the second semi. 
Mike Fisher followed Schmit the 
whole way, leaving Doug Dubach 
only the Last Chance Qualifier as a 
venue to the 21-rider main. 

And that venue was closed when 
Dean Matson took the eight-lap 
LCQ and the last transfer. 


250cc main 

With the possibility of the cham- 
pionship on the line, the top three 
riders were asked their thoughts 
before the race: 

Lechien, in third and mostly 
valuable as a cushion between his 
teammate Ward and Johnson, said, 
“I think I'll get out of his (Ward) 
way if he’s behind me.” 

Johnson said, “The most impor- 
tant thing in my life right now is 








winning the Meadowlands Super- 
cross. I’m not going to back off. He’s 
got the 46 point lead. I’ve got 
nothing to lose.” 

And Ward said, "Um not the type 
of rider to take you out. He (Johnson) 
is not either. I’m in the same situa- 
tion that he’s in here in the 250cc 
Nationals. You can win the races by 
jumping the triples or not win it by 
missing the triples.”’ 

The surprising holeshot went to 
Guy Cooper ahead of Warren, Ward, 
Stanton, Lechien, and Dymond. 
Johnson was away about ninth. On 
the third lap Ward went under 
Cooper in the slow left-hander before 
the table-top jump which also served 
as the finish line. A lap later and 
the order was Ward, Lechien, 
Warren, Dymond, Johnson, with 
Stanton back to sixth ahead of 
Cooper and teammate Leisk. 

The order shuffled next when 
Dymond crashed on the approach to 
the triples as the field sped past. 
Lechien crashed two laps later, 
rejoining the race in fourth place. 
Johnson was picking up the pace 
and was by Warren and into second 
on the seventh lap. He passed him 
on the short chute between turns one 
and two. 

One more go-around and it was 
an entirely different race. Ward was 
down just past the triples, crashing 
onto the ground over the berm: “The 
lap before I cased it on that jump. 
I hit it on my ankle and it went 
completely numb. It was just like 
hitting it with a hammer. The next 
lap in the same place I jumped it 
with one leg on the peg and I 
buckled. As soon as I picked my feet 
up I collapsed and went through the 
turn,” Ward explained. 

By the time he got going again 
several riders, led by Johnson, were 
by. The order at the halfway point 
was Johnson leading, Lechien, 
Warren, Leisk, Holland, Bowen, 
Cooper, and Kehoe. Ward had some 
catching up to do and was quickly 
into the fray with Bowen and Hol- 
land on the 13th lap. About this 
point Warren was noticing his arms 
pumping up, but Leisk too had 
problems with his ignition and 
couldn’t make a move. “I was trying 
to catch Eddie when my ignition 
started going out about the 12th 
lap,” Leisk said. 

Once clear, Johnson would run to 
the checkered flag unopposed. 
“Once I got a clear track I started 
making good time,” he said. “In the 
final you could clear the table-top 
and get a good drive just before the 
triple.” 

Lechien moved back into second 
late in the race and would lead his 
teammate Warren to the line. “I was 
just sitting back there to see what 
happened. I had a big one out there 
when I got sideways and I was 
basically just laying back.” 

Warren attributed his best-ever 
finish to “No stupid mistakes. I had 
no idea I was third. I thought I was 
fourth.” 

Icing his ankle down after the race, 
Ward was asked about the title. “I 
have to make it to the race before 
I work myself up. It would have been 
nice to win this one.” 


125cc 

Coming into today’s race Ronnie 
Tichenor led teammate Keith Tur- 
pin 143 to 139 in the race for the 
Eastern Region 125cc title. Basically, 
Tichenor had to either finish ahead 
of Turpin or close behind to take the 
title away from him. He set about 
his business in the first of two six- 
lap heats drawing away to an easy 
win. Todd DeHoop was a distant 
runner-up with Kenny Bollmeier 
third ahead of Mark Crozier. The top 
nine riders from each of the two heats 
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More than 28,000 spectators witnessed Rick Johnson come from behind 
and win Meadowlands’ first-ever supercross. Ron Lechien took second. 





would go directly into the 10-lap 
main. 

“Its all on Turpin,” Tichenor 
said after the win. “He’s got to beat 
me.” 

Turpin ran away from the field in 
the second heat for a win at least as 
easy as Tichenor’s. Mike Jones tried 
using the berms to work his way up 
to Turpin, but without success and 
had to settle for second, despite a late- 
race crash. Mark Musselman was 
third ahead of Robert Hayes. 

“T’m-not here to run second,” a 
determined Turpin said later. “I’m 
going out there to win this race. I 
was riding real aggressively and I’m 
going to take that attitude to every- 
body. If he wins he deserves it.” 


The 125cc main was waved off 
under gray skies with no surprises. 
Turpin led Tichenor and as long as 
they stayed that way the title would 
go back to Palm Harbor, Florida, 
with Tichenor. Peter Hitchens was 
third off the start and would stay 
there. 

By the midpoint in the race it was 
clear that Tichenor wasn’t going to 
do anything to jeopardize his chance. 
Turpin’s lead was seven seconds with 
the same gap from Tichenor back to 
Hitchens. Behind the New Jersey 
rider was a good scrap that had 
DeHoop trying to hold. back a 
charging Jones. He would keep him 
back and that’s how they would 
finish. As track announcer Larry

Maiers said to Turpin after the race, 
“You won the battle, but you lost 
the war.” 

ei won the championship last year 
and it’s pretty hard to win it two years 
in a row,” a dejected, but gracious 
Turpin said. ‘“Ronnie’s had a great 
year and it’s good that a Suzuki rider 
won the title.” Turpin added that 
he’d graduated from high school the 
previous Thursday. His one conso- 
lation; “At least I’m out of school.” 

Hitchens’ response was sheer sur- 
prise. “I never thought I could do 
that,” he said adding that his spon- 


sors are “Mom and Dad, Maureen

Eklund rewrites record 


book at Hinsdale TT

Former National Champion Steve Eklund 
rode into the record books at the 13th 
Annual Hinsdale TT, claiming the ninth 
TT victory of his career to become the 


AMA’s all-time National TT 
winner. Eklund’s victory, his 
fifth National: win at Hins- 
dale’s Santa Fe Speedway, 
broke the TT career record of eight 
wins held by both Eklund and retired 
National Champion Dick “Bugsy” 
Mann. 

Eklund took the lead from factory 
Harley-Davidson rider Scott Parker 
on lap seven of the 25-lap feature 
race, then powered away from the 
field aboard his Gardner Racing/ 
Arai/Rogers Construction/Castrol 
Kal-Gard/O’Neal Harley-Davidson. 
Once Eklund worked his way to the 
front of the pack, no one could touch 
him. 

Two-time National Champion 
Ricky Graham put in a brilliant ride 
before Hinsdale’s 9128 fans to claim 
the runner up spot. Graham gassed 
his Arai/Bel-Ray/Tsubaki/Hi- 
Point Honda RS600 off row three in 
seventh place and picked off riders, 
lap after lap, until he closed on a 
fierce two-rider battle for second 
between Parker and Wood-Rotax- 
mounted Alex Jorgensen. Graham 
got around Parker and Jorgensen 
late in the race, but Eklund was too 
distant to touch. 

Jorgensen edged Parker for the 
show spot to make it a California- 





rider sweep of the top three positions. 

“I can’t ‘believe it. I love this 
place,” said Eklund. “Things went 
our way. They really went smooth. 
The way I felt tonight, and the way 
the bike was working, we should be 
right in there (at the Peoria TT, June 
14). It sure feels good to win one. 
I'd really like to thank Charlie 
Gardner.” 

“He was smooth. He looked like 
he was going to church,” said 
sponsor Gardner. "Um really proud 
to be associated with Steve.” 

“This is the greatest,” said an 
exuberant Graham in the winner’s 
circle. “We've had a string of bad 
luck and really needed to do good 
again. I'd really like to thank Troy 
(Graham’s brother and tuner). He’s 
the ultimate. 

"Man, that was a race,” said 
Graham. “I really respect those two 
guys I was in the winner’s circle with. 
Eklund and Jorgensen are natural 
motorcycle riders and I’ve respected 
them ever since I was a little kid.” 

“T started from the second row and 
gota real good start,” said Jorgensen. 
“I figured once I got around Parker, 
I could hold him off. I'd get him 
coming onto the straight, but I'd 
come in (to turn one) too hot and 
he'd get back by me. And the whole 








time, Ricky (Graham) was catching 
up. Once Ricky got by me, I didn’t 
have any problem staying with him, 
I just-ran out of laps. 

“Td like to thank Pioneer Truck 
Lines, Jimmy Sutter, Ed Grant and 
Ron Wood,” Jorgensen said. 

Michigan’s Parker, who led the 
race in the opening laps, was more 
than happy with fourth place. The 
top-five finish kept him on top of 
the National Dirt Track Series point 
standings. 

“TH take it,” said Parker, who 
holds an 83-73 edge over Doug 


Chandler in the standings. "Um. 


happy to get out of here with fourth 
and Um going to give it 150% all the 
way to the end (of the battle for the 
National title).”’ 

National Champion Bubba Sho- 
bert, who didn’t race at Santa Fe 
because he was at Brainerd (Minne- 
sota) International Raceway to get 
ready for a June 7 AMA Camel Pro 
Series Road Race, is third in the 
standings with 58 points. Graham's 
second-place finish moved him into 
fourth with 55 points and Harley- 
Davidson's Chris Carr rounds out the 
top five with 48. 

Chandler, who said last week at 
the Louisville Half Mile that he 
wouldn't race at Hinsdale, had a last 
minute change of heart. He chartered 
an airplane and flew his TT bike and 
crew from Brainerd to Santa Fe

“It wasn’t for sure we would race 
here until yesterday,” Chandler said 
before practice. “I just wanted to get 
back up there (in the point stand- 
ings) with Scotty (Parker) and keep 
that close.”

Eklund’s win earned him $3960 
from the $27,500 Expert purse, 
including $3275 first-place money, 
$360 in lap money, and $325 in 
bonuses and contingencies.

Californian Scott Pearson was 
only three one-hundredths of a 
second off Jorgensen’s pace with a 
38.927 showing. Chandler was third 
fastest with a 39.060 clocking, and 
Graham, riding the same Honda 
600cc single he used to win the Peoria 
TT in 1984, rounded out the heat 
race pole sitters with a 39.194 time. 
Iowa’s Rich King was fifth fastest, 
clocking in at 39.271. 

Rounding out the top 10 were 
Eklund, Parker, TT specialist 
Mickey Fay of Washington, Ronnie 
Jones and Aaron Hill. Only 47 
Experts attempted to qualify for the 
48-rider field so everyone made the 
program. 

The top Junior qualifier was 
Ohio’s Scott Stump, who stopped the 
clock at 40.407 seconds. 


Heats 


Fay grabbed the holeshot at the 
start of the first 10-lap Expert heat 
race, leading Jones and Chad Felicio 
into turn one. Jorgensen, who suf- 
fered a poor start, was running fifth. 
Fay put his Cougar Gultch Dist./ 
Castrol/Hi-Point/Bell/Tsubaki/ 
Ottco Frames/Megacycle/Buffalo 
Harley-Davidson at the front of the 
pack and never looked back. Jones 
held second from wire to wire, and 
Jorgensen worked his way to third 
by the checkered flag. Felicio, who 
finished fourth, was bound for one 
of two Expert semis. 

Parker popped the holeshot at the 
start of heat two, but Pearson went 
under the factory Harley rider in the 
first turn and powered away from the 
pack. Pearson, riding a Circle Bell/ 
Shoei/Hap Jones/SuperTrapp/Hi- 
Point/Megacycle/Works Perf./ 
Knight/Rick Reed/Red Line/Kal- 
Gard/Mikuni/K&N/ND Honda, 
never relinquished his lead and 
finished with a four-second edge on 
Parker, who took the checkers four 
seconds ahead of Hill.

Eklund used the third 10-lap 
qualifying heat as practice for the 
feature race.

Chandler held 
third until the finish. 

Graham was sitting on the pole 
for heat four, and was third off the 
starting line, behind Carr and Texan 
Terry Poovey, but he got knocked 
off the track in the first turn and by 
the time he got back into the race 
he was running near last place. At 
the end of lap one, Carr held the edge 
over Bryan McDowell, Eklund’s 
Gardner Racing teammate, Pete 
Hames, Poovey and King. Graham 
was charging through traffic. 

Hames was riding a motorcycle 
borrowed from Illinois Junior Kevin 
Kwaterski after his own Harley 
sheared the teeth out of the camshaft 
pully and bent the valves during 
practice. After qualifying on Kwa- 
terski’s bike, Hames said, “change 
everything,” and the Gardner Rac- 
ing crew frantically ripped the fork, 
shocks, throttle and carburetor off 
Hames’ bike and put them on Kwa- 
terski’s motorcycle. It was lucky for 
Hames that he had been gridded in 
the fourth heat. 

The hard work paid off when 
Hames took second by following 
Carr’s H-D Motor Co./Shoei/ 
Hobie/Hap Jones/RS_ Taichi 
Harley-Davidson all the way to the 
checkered flag. Poovey finished third 
to send fourth-place King to the 
second semi. Graham was also semi 
bound after placing fifth, as was 
McDowell, who finished sixth.

Cornwell. Californian Winky Freitas 
finished third. 

King hounded Graham for the full 
10 laps in the second semi, but 
Graham held the lead from start to 
finish to earn a direct transfer to the 
National. King’s second, and McDo- 
well’s third sent both riders to the 
Last Chance Qualifier. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


King grabbed the holeshot and led 
the LCQ from wire to wire to claim 
the 15th and final starting spot in 
the main event. He also turned in 
the second-fastest 10 laps of the 
night, finishing in six minutes, 33.56 
seconds, just .14 of a second off 
Pearson’s pace in heat two. Cornwell 


took second; Freitas finished third.

As the riders lined up for the main 
event, Wood-Rotax-mounted Darell 
Davis, winner of the first Junior heat 
race and the second-ranked rider in 
the Junior National point standings, 
found himself in an excellent posi- 
tion to close the gap on point leader 
Bryan Villella. Villella failed to 
qualify for the main event when he 
finished ninth in the first heat. Only 
the top six Junior riders in each heat 
transfer to the final. 

Davis also wouldn’t be challenged 
by fast-qualifier Scott Stump, who 
fell during heat one and did not 
transfer.

Fourteen of the 15 riders in the 
feature race came through the turn 
unscathed, but Hames’ evening of 
hard luck continued as the pack 
entered the infield; Hames got tied 
up in thick traffic and was knocked 
off his motorcycle. 

By the end of lap two, with the 
field sorted out, Parker led Pearson, 
Eklund, Estep, TT specialist Fay, 
Jorgensen, Graham, Jones, Carr, 
Chandler, King, Poovey, Spring- 
steen, Hill and Hames. 

Jorgensen got around Fay with a 
diving pass through turns one and 
two at the beginning of lap three, 
and Pearson dropped to dead last 
when the chain jumped off his 
Honda as he circulated through the 
infield (thrown chains are a common 
occurance on Santa Fe Speedway’s 
TT course). Up front, Eklund was 
hounding Parker, while Estep held 
down third in front of the Jorgensen/ 
Fay battle. Graham had moved into 
sixth position from a third row start, 
while Jones and Chandler, both of 


whom had started on row two, had 
settled into seventh and eighth 
places, respectively. 

Eklund passed Parker on lap seven 
to take over the lead as the front- 


running duo flew off the first infield 
jump. Jorgy bumped Estep to fourth 
on the same lap with his seemingly 
favorite move in turns one and two. 
Eklund immediately began to put 
distance between himself and Parker, 
while Jorgensen moved right up to 
the factory Harley’s rear fender, 
signaling a blistering battle for 
second place that would last 15 laps. 

Graham, riding hard in sixth 
place, moved to fifth on lap eight 
when he powered past Fay, and took 
over fourth on lap 11 when he slid 
past Estep as the duo exited the 
infield and headed for the sweeper. 
Graham was on the gas, pushing 
hard in every turn in an all-out effort 
to catch the battle for second. 

By the time lap 15 began, Eklund 
had powered his way into a 2.5- 
second lead and was still pulling 
away from the second place- 
swapping, Parker/Jorgensen duel. 
Jones had taken over fifth, dropping 
Estep to sixth, and Jones began 
pressuring Graham for fourth. 
Chandler had passed Fay in a tight, 
infield turn to claim seventh, while 
King was running ninth and Poovey 
rounded out the top 10; Carr, Hill, 
Springsteen and Pearson followed. 
Hames had pulled off the track on 
lap nine. 

Jones went the way of Pearson 
when his Gill Racing Honda spit off 
a chain in the infield on lap 15. He, 
like Pearson, put the chain back on 
his motorcycle and rejoined the race 
at the back of the pack. 

Parker and Jorgensen swapped 
second place oy throughout 
laps 15-20, while fourth-running 
Graham clos@d the gap and a hard- 
charging Chandler used the late laps 
to work his way to Graham’s back 
door. Estep defended sixth, holding 
off challenges from Fay and King. 

Graham made his presence known 
in a big way on lap 21 when he 
stuffed his way under Jorgensen in 
turns one and two, then powered his 
way into second place when he 
passed Parker going over the first 
infield jump. 

But Eklund couldn’t be caught. 
The former champ gained time on 
the field every lap and when he 
finished the race he held a four- 
second edge over Graham. Jorgensen 
stayed right with Graham in the 
closing laps but couldn't find his 
way around. Parker slipped slightly 
off the pace, but not enough to allow 
fifth-running Chandler to make a 
last-lap challenge. 

Estep held on to take sixth over 
Fay, King, Carr and Poovey. Hill 
finished 11th and was followed home 
by Springer and Pearson. Jones 
completed 24 laps to take 14th, and 
15th went to Hames. e

NHRA Cajun Nationals 


Stetson wins 
Baton Rouge drags

BATON ROUGE, LA, MAY 31 


In describing the Pro Stock final at the 
NHRA Citgo/K-Mart Cajun Nationals, one 
could use the phrase “‘old versus new.”’ That 
is, “old” as in winner Rick Stetson’s tried 


and true "Hl Suzuki and “new” 
as in runner-up Dave Schultz’s 
ultra-trick and slick ’87 Kawa- 
saki. 


Whatever the age of the bikes, both 
riders earned the final-round berths 
with some of the lowest ET’s and 
hardest riding of eliminations, 
which was filled with a plethora of 
new bikes and an equally large 
number of very good numbers. 

The only incident to mar the 
otherwise fine day of racing was the 
crash of Terry Vance in the second 
round. Vance had crossed the finish 
line at a speed of over 162 mph when 
he got out of shape and was pitched 
off his ’87 Suzuki (Vance estimated 
that he was traveling about 120 
mph). He was taken to a -local 
hospital, but was released an hour 
later after no serious injuries were 
detected. Vance was seen later in the 
day in his pit area, walking very 
gingerly due to a large bruise on his 
hip. The bike sustained surprisingly 
little damage and both will be back 
in competition at a bike race before 
the end of the month. 

The win for Stetson began at a 
place that one doesn’t expect a 
National event victor to begin, 
specifically, the No. 16 qualifying 
position. 

During the first running of the 


Cajuns, Stetson made two runs, 
which netted him a best of 8.47 and 
last place in the field. “We were 
trying a new motor for the race, one 
that had not been run in competition 
before,” Stetson later related. “It just 
wasn’t working. After the rainout, I 
flew back to Massachusetts (Stetson 
owns a motorcycle. high- 
performance shop in Tewksbury) 
and freshened up a cylinder block 
and head from another motor we ran 
at the Gatornationals. I flew back to 
Baton Rouge on Friday with the 
cylinder head in my suitcase and the 
cylinder block all packed up in a box. 
My crewman Stanley Garnder, who 
stayed back with the trailer, got the 
motor ready for the new parts and 
we went to work on Friday. On our 
practice run on Saturday, we went 
8.29, so we knew we were going in 
the right direction.” 

Although the .29 wouldn’t 
improve his qualifying position (the 
field was set based upon the previous 
week’s times) Stetson wisely used the 
solo Saturday pass to make some 
chassis and metor changes, which 
resulted in a first-round win over 
Lance Boyer with a great 8.15 at 
160.58 mph. That put Stetson right 
there with the first and second 
qualifiers, Schultz and Vance, who 
ran ‘8.13 and 8.14, respectively, in the 
first-round wins. 


Dave Schultz, the meet’s top qualifier with a run of 8.13 seconds, had 
to settle for second in the final due to mechanical problems. 


After Vance’s ill-fated run in 
round two (he ripped off another 
8.14), all indications pointed to a 
Stetson-Schultz meeting in the final. 

Interesting enough, Stetson 
dodged a big bullet when second- 
round opponent Mike Keyte really 
stepped up in that frame to run an 
8.17. That would have bettered 
Stetson’s 8.20, but Keyte put himself 
out of any possible win with a red- 
light. 

For Schultz, an 8.17 indicated that 
there was a problem going on, but 
one he didn’t discover until it cost 
him the final race. His batteries were 
losing power and not giving enough 
juice to the ignition to fully fire the 
eight spark plugs in the rare dual- 
plug Kawasaki cylinder heads he 
runs on his bike. The first indication 
that the battery was going south 
came in the next round when the two 
RacPak computers he uses quit func- 
tioning properly. 

Schultz geared the bike lower to 
get more power between the second 
and semi-final rounds (still unaware 
of the failing batteries) and put away 
Los Angeles, California, rider 
Anthony Anderson with an 8.16. 
(Update: A few days after the Cajuns, 
Schultz installed a fresh group of 
batteries and ran an 8.10 at a track 
in Florida.) 

Anderson’s semi-final finish was 
his best-ever National event show- 
ing. However, it didn’t come easy. 

After the first weekend, Anderson 
and crew drove back to Los Angeles 
to put some test runs, mostly 60-foot 
launches, on his very-new, Kosman- 
chassised, Vance & Hines-motored 
Suzuki in hopes of improving upon 
his qualifying best of 8.44. During 
a full-track run at Los Angeles 
County Raceway, a gust of wind 
pushed Anderson over the centerline 
at the top end, where he hit the 
timing lights and heavily damaged 
the front end after the front tire blew 
out. Enough was learned before that 
happened to tune the bike to run 
dual mid-8.20, both personal bests, 
before he met Schultz in the semis. 
After Schultz got way out on him, 
due to excessive tire spin at the start, 
Anderson shut down. 

Stetson reported that the air was 
going away after the first round, but 


that he didn’t do anything to the 
motor for fear of possibly going the 
wrong way with the tuning. His 
hand was forced for the final, how- 
ever, because of Schultz’s previous- 
round of 8.16. “I made some jetting, 
timing, and chassis changes,” Stet- 
son said afterwards. “I said, ‘Well, 
this is the final. The bike will either 
like it or we’ll know that we went 
too far.’”’ 

As both bikes pulled into their 
respective water boxes, their physical 
differences were readily apparent. 

Schultz’s powder-blue, one-of-a- 
kind-full-coverage Ninja fairing 
concealed the sport’s strongest run- 
ning Kawasaki motor, all housed in 
a one-off Kosman chassis. 

Stetson’s painted-in-your-basic- 
black, unfairinged °81 vintage 
Suzuki was no less formidable, but 
certainly not as handsome a 
machine. 

The burnout and staging proce- 
dure went as expected, with Stetson 
getting one final rise from the crowd 
with his screaming, smoky, tire- 
heating exercise. After his burnout, 
Schultz did two dry hops and made 
ready to run. 

The two bikes staged, took the 
green, and left fairly close together. 
Then it began to happen. Schutlz 
started to lose ground to Stetson after 
the 60-foot mark. As Stetson put 
more distance on him, Schultz’s 
motor began too miss and cough 
badly. Schultz looked down at it a 
number of times, but there was really 
nothing he could do at that point. 
His machine recorded a sub-par 8.64, 
145.93. Stetson crossed the finish line 
with another time in the 8-teens — 
an 8.17 at 160.45 mph. That marked 
only the second time he has been in 
the teens and into the 160 mph zone. 
(The first time was in round number 
one.) 

Stetson had nothing but praise for 
the look of Schultz’s Ninja. “I think 
that’s the way a Pro Stock bike 
should look; I was very impressed 
with it. In fact, when we were sitting 
in the staging lanes, I said to him, 
“Take: a look at this: an antique 
against the spaceship.’”’ 

You can bet that this “antique” 
will attempt to ground the “‘space- 
ships” on a regular basis this 
year. e

Mauna Kea 200 
Enduro win to Zoll

HILO, HI, MAY 24-25 


For the second year in a row, Kawasaki- 
mounted Steve Zoll captured the overall 
victory at one of the country’s toughest and 
most grueling enduros — the Rock Island 


‘Riders’ Mauna Kea 200. After 


riding more than 200 miles on 
the main island of Hawaii 
through deep rain forests, over 
lava fields and rocky dirt trails 
during the two-day event, Hilo’s Zoll 
dropped just 25 points and easily 
beat the second place overall finisher 
Husqvarna-mounted Walter Guild, 
who dropped 48 points. 

Rounding out the top five were Pat 
Gouveia (52 points), Gaylen Miya- 
moto (56) and Larry Holt (59), all 
from Hawaii. Top B rider was 
Honda XR200 rider Tom Leighton, 
who finished five points ahead of 
another Honda XR200 rider Dennis 
Furutani, 15-20. Third through fifth 
went to Eugene Coward, Al Suel. 
meir and Bren Donofio. 

“It was probably one of the, if not 
the toughest Mauna Kea 200s'so far,” 
said Zoll. “The trails were rough and 
technical, and the fast time schedule 
kept things interesting.” 

The 33-year-old Hawaiian, riding 
a Big Island Kawasaki- and 
Physique-sponsored KX250, admit- 
ted that his win came slightly easier 
this year, meaning that he did not 
have to contend with his usual 





Mauna Kea rivals — former National 
motocross rider and Mauna Kea 
winner John DeSoto, and ISDE gold 
medalist Malcolm Smith, both of 
whom did not compete. After 
recently being elected as a City 
Councilman in Hawaii, DeSoto 
decided not to ride during his first 
year in office. Smith was busy racing 
in Morocco. “Luckily DeSoto and 
Malcolm had previous engagements, 
which gave local riders a chance,” 
said Zoll. 

Nonetheless, Zoll had his work cut 
out for him. Over 90 of Hawaii’s top 
enduro riders, as well as three riders 
from the mainland, started the event 
— 55 finished. Zoll was also a 
member of the winning Rubber 
Ducky Racing Team, which 
included himself, Darryl Vierra and 
David Hahn. The second place team 
went to The Good, Bad & Ugly’s 
David Amorin, Michael Gregory and 
Silverio Pegeder Jr., while third was 
wrapped up by the Outrigger Canoe 
Club’s Brant Ackerman, Guild and 
Matt Kresser. 

The Budweiser-sponsored Mauna 
Kea 200 kicked off in front of the 
Astin Naniloa Hotel in downtown 
Hilo and, for the second straight 





year, the event was broadcast live on 
a popular local radio station — 
KBIG FM. Riders were constantly 
interviewed live before, during and 
after the enduro. Many spectators 
witnessed the event, especially at the 
start and finish areas. 

The first group of three riders left 
the Astin Naniloa Hotel at 7:01 a.m. 
Saturday and would end the first day 
105 miles and more than six hours 
later at the Mauna Kea Volcano State 
Park located at the base of the 13,970- 
foot-high volcano. At 8:01 a.m. 
Sunday morning, the enduro con- 
tinued. Riders were taken on a 95- 
mile journey back to Hilo, ending 
the event a little after 2:00 p.m.. 

Day one has traditionally been the 
toughest day of the Mauna Kea 200, 
and this year’s event was no different. 
The first 60 or so miles. consisted 
mostly of tight jungle, rain forest 
trails that were cluttered with fallen 
logs, lava rocks and thick mud. This 
put most riders behind schedule 
right off the bat, including Zoll who 
dropped a total of 12 points after the 
first four checks; five more points 
than Zoll’s total winning score last 
year. Check three — after the log- 
filled rain forest section — proved 
to be the killer check of the enduro 
for the A riders (B riders rode a 
different section). Zoll and Hahn 
(Kawasaki KDX200) dropped six 
points here, while next best went to 
Honolulu’s Matthew Lyman, who 
dropped eight points riding a 
Yamaha IT200. But most riders, on 
an average, dropped nearly 30 points. 
Fourteen A riders houred out by the 
third check. 

After the first four checks, riders 
were treated to an one-hour lunch 
break, which enabled most late riders 
to catch back up to their original 
minute. The second loop carried 
riders up, around and over the 
Mauna Kea volcano for the finish of 
the first day. 

First day points showed Zoll 
having a two-point lead over his 
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Derryl Vierra lifts his KTM350 over one of the many logs on day two. 
Vierra was a member of the winning Rubber Ducky Racing club team. 









Rubber Ducky teammate, Hahn, and 
Wahiawa’s Walter Joaquin 
(KDX200), 12-14. In fourth overall 
was Honolulu’s Lyman with 23, and 
Patrick Gouveia (KX250) and Larry 
Holt (KTM350) tied for fifth with 27 
points apiece. Top B riders were 
Honda XR200 pilot Leighton and 
Kapaa’s Eugene Coward, Honda 
XR250-mounted, with nine points 
each, followed by KDX200 rider Kent 
Hatayama (12 points), Furutani and 
Al Suglmeier (XR250). 

Vierra, who was sitting 13th 
overall after the first day, said, “I got 
behind time for a while because I 
missed a few turns and went down 
some wrong roads. Then I got stuck 
in traffic and just got tired. One time 
I got a little out of control on this 
one uphill and ended up bouncing 
off a rock and drove right off the 
edge. I got stuck upside down in 
some big boulders.” 

The 95-mile “jaunt” back to Hilo 
on day two featured a variety of 
terrain, but most of it consisted of 
lava and jungle trails. At higher 
elevation, heavy rains drenched the 
riders as they carved their way 
through the dense rain forests, which 
included one particular water hole 
that caused many riders to drown out 
and lose valuable time. Hahn 
drowned his KDX in the water hole, 
costing him 21 minutes to the next 
check, which he carried over to the 
next couple of checks as well. It cost 
him a total of 50 points and any 
chances of beating Zoll. 

Even Kresser had a time of it in 
the water hole. “If it hadn’t been for 
that water hole, I would’ve done a 
lot better,” said Kresser. “I hit 
something hidden in the puddle and 
the bike sucked some water, and it 
ruined my whole day. It set me way 
back, and from that point on it was 
catch up all day long.” 

Zoll, who for the past few years 
has ridden a Kawasaki KDX200, 
opted for larger displacement KX250 
this year. “I’m glad I rode a 250

instead of a 200,” said Zoll. “The 
deep water crossing drowned a lot 
of the smaller bikes, including 
Hahn’s, who was in second place at 
the time.” 

After another one hour lunch stop, 
the enduro led the remaining riders 
down to the Main Island’s east coast 
shoreline where they headed towards 
the finish line, near the Astin Nani- 
loa Hotel. KBIG was there and 
interviewing riders as they crossed 
the finish line. 

“It was a great workout,” said 
Kresser, who ended up fourth in the 
Open class. “If you’re not in shape, 
this enduro is going to eat you up. 
It has the roughest terrain Mother 
Nature can throw at you, but it’s so 
beautiful at the same time. It’s 
magnificant. I’ll be back next year 
— I don’t know why, but TIl be 
back.” 

Finishing one place behind 
Kresser was former surfing cham- 
pion Gerry Lopez, who rode a Honda 
CR500. “My body is just kind of 
numb,” Lopez said. “I wasn’t really 
prepared for this year, I just didn’t 
ride enough before the enduro, and 
I paid dearly.” 

“Today I pretty much .kept on 
time, a lot better than yesterday,” 
said Vierra, who finished third in the 
Open class. “I felt like a Ducky.” 

Guild, who topped the Open class 
and finished second overall very 
much enjoyed his second day ride. 
“Going up Mauna Loa and coming 
down the powerline trail this morn- 
ing, it was steaming and we were 
riding in the clouds,” said Guild. 
“Man, you couldn’t help but think 
we were riding on the moon. That 
was terrific.” 


“This was definitely one of the’ 


toughest Mauna Kea 200s yet,” said 
Zoll, “but it was also the best 
organized and run. The real problem 
I had was with my canteen on day 
two. I guess there was a little hole 
in it and dirt got in. I took a big 
drink out of it and it tasted funny. 
I looked inside and the water was 
pure black. I’ve been feeling sick ever 
since.” e

Naylor sews up 
Sun Valley GP win

SUN VALLEY, ID, MAY 30-31 


Can-Am’s Ron Naylor ran away from the 
competition at the Sun Valley Grand Prix 
National Hare Scramble, taking the check- 
ered flag with a comfortable eight-minute 


margin. The victory, which 
followed last year’s win on 
a Kawasaki and a Honda- 
mounted win the year before 


marked Naylor’s third consecutive 
National victory at Sun Valley. 

Naylor, who suffered a heartbreak 
DNF two weeks ago in West Virginia 
when he broke a footpeg while 
leading the pack in round six, went 
into round seven with determination 
and it paid off. 

After trailing fellow Can-Am pilot 
Tony Hendon for the first half of 
lap one, Naylor broke through to 
take over the lead going into lap two 





and never looked back, increasing his 
lead lap by lap. 

“That was fun,” Naylor said. “I’ve 
always liked this event and they 
always have a good course. This year 
it wasn’t really terribly technical 
except for the downhill. It was just 
fast.” 

The green hills surrounding Sun 
Valley’s famous ski resort made a 
picturesque backdrop for this year’s 
race, and rain the week before had 
left the 16-mile course almost dust 
free and with perfect traction. 

The race was based in Bellevue and 
turned the sleepy little town into a 
hive of activity for the weekend. The 














starting line was just off the main 
street, and the course included a 
number of the city’s paved streets, 
with the pits around the edge of the 
city park and a water hole and 
bulldozer-built jump in a vacant lot. 

The racing was spread over two 
days, with Novices, Women, and 
Antique bikes racing on Saturday, 
and the Intermediates and Experts 
lining up for their start on Sunday. 

It was wall-to-wall bikes as Sun- 
day’s racers lined up on the starting 
grid and when the flag dropped for 
the first of the 15-second-apart waves, 
it was Honda pilot Chris Riddle who 
led the drag race down the pavement 
to the first corner. Hard on Riddle’s 
heels were 250 Can-Am pilot Tony 
Hendon of Murray, Kentucky, and 
Open Expert John Georgette. 

Local rider Dan Lees got his 250cc 
Yamaha off to a fast start in the 
second wave, just ahead of Naylor’s 
Can-Am. Coors Extra Gold- 
sponsored Jeff Miller got the jump 
on the rest of the 125cc pilots. 

As the course cleared the paved 
streets. and headed through the 
twisty, roller coaster ride of the early 
running, Hendon was soon snap- 
ping at Riddle’s heels and before 
long shot past to take over the lead; 
Naylor followed. 

Hendon was pushing hard as the 
riders hit the third gear mining road 
through Martin Canyon, giving it 
everything he had in an effort to stay 
out in front of Naylor, and managed 
to keep his lead intact as the course 
headed up the toughest obstacle in 
the race — the “Canyon of Death,” 
a tricky uphill canyon filled with 








loose shale that shot the riders up 
from 6000 to 7900 feet in a short, two- 
mile climb. 

The course came back down 
through the woods in Sawmill 
Canyon, splashed through five water 
crossings and raced along a 100-year- 
old mining road on its way back to 
the pits in the center of Bellevue. 

As the riders appeared out of the 
first 16-mile loop, Naylor had 
elbowed his way past Hendon and 
was out in front by 20 seconds, with 
ex-Motocross World Champion 
Danny La Porte coming up fast to 
claim third overall. 

David Rhodes was out in front of 
the four-stroke Expert class, and Jeff 
Miller had already opened up a 20- 
position lead over his nearest 125cc 
rival. 

The second lap of the 16-mile 
course saw the top five positions stay 
the same, with Naylor increasing his 
lead to almost one-and-a-half min- 
utes over Hendon and La Porte 
starting to close in on second place. 

The race started to heat up going 
into lap three. After two laps of 
getting used to the course, the racers 
stepped up the pace on the once 
unfamiliar ground, cornering more 
aggressively on the paved sections of 
the course, powering through the 
mudhole and flying high over the 
motocross jump. 

Front-running Naylor could not 
be touched. The factory rider’s 460cc 
Can-Am was turning in rapid laps 
of just under 25 minutes, and there 
was little anyone could do to stop 
him except pray that he developed 
mechanical problems. 














Coors Extra Gold-sponsored Jeff 
Miller was top 125cc Expert. 


The competition’s prayers were 
answered in lap three. The Can-Am 
skipped a beat and Naylor’s trouble- 
free ride came to an end. ` 

“T had a number of small problems 
that started going out on my third 
lap,” Naylor explained. “The throt- 
tle cable came out of the throttle and 
I had to stop and fix that, and then 
I completely lost fire at one stage and 
coasted to a stop. I moved some wires 
around and it eventually started up 
again. The bike missed a couple of 
times during the race, too. I hit some 
water fairly hard a few times and I 
think it must’ve got the ignition. My 
silencer fell off in the last couple of 
laps but the bike started running 
really good after that.” 

Despite his problems and the 
minutes lost making repairs, Nay- 
lor’s lead was never seriously chal- 
lenged. He was out in front by more 
than six minutes at the end of lap 
five, and was almost eight minutes 
ahead going into the seventh and 
final lap. 

Not everyone faired quite as well. 
La Porte, who had stormed up into 
third overall at the end of the first 
lap, reportedly seized his engine and 
was forced to drop out of the running 
half way through lap four. Pre-race 
favorite Kevin Brown of Ohio, who 
held the points lead in the National 
series going into the race, ran into 
difficulties even earlier in the 
running. 

“Right off the start I got tangled 
up in some barbed wire,” Brown 
said. “I got it wrapped up in my back 
wheel and my front wheel and it 
locked up both ends. I probably 
spent 10 minutes trying to get that 

junk out of there.” 

Brown came in from the first lap 
way back in 62nd overall, but had 
rocketed up to 16th overall by the 
end of the fourth lap and was 
running 10th going into the final 
lap. 

As the riders passed the halfway 
point and set off into lap five, 
Hendon was still holding onto 
second overall behind Naylor, with 
Dice taking over third from La Porte. 
Hendon lost time in lap five, letting 
Dice move up into second and 
Dowell squeak through to claim 
third, but he was back on the gas 
and pushing hard to make up time 
in the final two laps. 

Further back in the pack, Husky 
pilot John Haaker had come on 
strong to snatch the lead in the four- 
stroke Expert class, and Miller was 
continuing his wire-to-wire domina- 
tion of the 125cc division. Can-Am 
pilot Jeff Smith was fighting it’ out 
with Roger Dubree for the honors 
in the Super Senior Expert division, 
while Honda riders Jeff Murry and 
Scott Knodell, and KTM-mounted 
Tom Moody, were locked in a battle 
for the lead in the 250cc Intermediate 
class. 

Try as they might, the riders could 
not make up enough time on the

Martens scores win 
at Swedish GP 


KRISTIANSTAD, SWEDEN, MAY 21 


Belgium’s Jacky Martens piloted his factory 
KTM to a l-2 moto finish to capture the 
overall victory, which now seats Martens in 
ninth place in the 500cc MX World Cham- 


pionship points standings 
after five rounds. The 23-year- 
old Belgian’s win is his first 
GP victory since 1984, when he 
topped a German 250cc GP round. 
Second place went to Sweden’s Leif 
Persson, followed by Holland’s Kees 
Van der Ven, fourth-round, Finnish 
GP winner Kurt Ljungqvist and Jan 
Van Poppel. 

Defending 500cc World MX 
Champion, Honda’s Dave Thorpe, 
didn’t fare well at the demanding 
sandy Swedish motocross track, 
finishing 12th overall and picking 
up just seven World Championship 
points. Thorpe dominated the first 
three rounds of the, series but has 
fallen off the pipe.during the last two 
Scandinavian rounds, and has seen 
his series point lead deteriorate from 
a 33-point advantage to a tie with 
Kawasaki’s Georges Jobe at 115 
points apiece. Van der Ven is seated 
third with 107, followed by Ljungq- 
vist (104), Kurt Nicoll (95) and 
Hakan Carlqvist (85). 

“Tt’s not the bike,” said Thorpe. 
“Its me, and I don’t know what is 
wrong. I really don’t.” 

The first moto got off to a rocky 
start when it was found that the 
backward-falling gate and the 
wooden barrier behind the bikes were 
too close together, causing the gates 
to fall on the motorcycles’ front 
wheels. After a 25-minute delay, the 





pack of riders charged into the first 
turn with Martens taking the lead. 
Van der Ven was second, then KTM 
rider from Holland, Jan Van Poppel, 
took over third after passing Franco 
Rossi. Thorpe and Jobe were run- 
ning midpack. 

Martens, KT M-mounted Van der 
Ven and Van Poppel were running 
away from the rest of the field, while 
the only rider somewhat able to keep 
them in sight was Sweden’s Leif 
Persson and his Yamaha. 

Early in the race, Carlqvist was 
running in sixth spot before drop- 
ping further and further back in the 
field. Carlqvist was suffering from 
sore ribs, which he injured in a crash 
a week earlier in Finland. 

“I think I must have broken a rib 
in the first heat pile-up in Finland,” 
said Carlqvist. “This track is no 
place for anyone who is not 100% fit. 
I was in agony over every bump — 
and there was plenty of those.”’ 

Up front, Martens was setting a 
pace no one could touch, not even 
Van der Ven, who was losing sight 
of the young Belgian. Van Poppel 
was holding on to third over Persson. 
Both Jobe and Thorpe were stuck in 
traffic in the middle of the pack. 

On the last lap, former 250cc 
World Champion KTM’s Heinz 
Kinigadner, who was running 13th, 
and Rossi, who was in 10th place, 
both ran out of gas. 
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As they crossed the finish line, the 
top 10 riders were Martens, Van der 
Ven, Van Popple, Persson , Nicoll, 
Dirk Geukens, Ljungqvist, Jobe, 
Thorpe and Andre Vromans. 

After the gate dropped for the start 
of the second moto, a huge first-turn 
pile-up occured when both Rossi and 
Van Poppel crashed separately. 
Some of the riders involved in the 
tangle-up were Thorpe, Jobe and 
Nicoll. Thorpe quickly recovered 
only to find that he had punctured 
a tire in the incident, and he even- 
tually dropped out-of the moto 
halfway through. Jobe recovered 
nearly dead last. 

Persson found himself leading the 
race with Martens and Ljungqvist in 
pursuit. Van der Ven was chasing in 
fourth before crashing 10 minutes 
into the moto. As the race progressed, 
Persson was holding his own until 
both Martens and Ljungqvist 
slipped by, but with three laps to go, 
Persson hooked up his Yamaha, once 
again, and motored by the two front 
runners, taking over the lead. The 
factory Yamaha rider held on for the 
remaining three laps to take the win 
over Martens and Ljungqvist. Van 
der Ven took fourth. 

Jobe and Nicoll passed Jo 
Martens, Vromans and Gerard Rond 
late in the race to finish up in the 
fifth and sixth places. Seventh 
through 10th went to Van Poppel, 
Jo Martens, Vromans and Rond.

Geboers tops 
Dutch GP 


BEST, HOLLAND, MAY 21 
Belgium’s Erik Geboers .and 
Finland’s Pekka Vehkonen 
traded 1-2 moto scores on a 
tough and demanding sandy 
track in Holland, with the overall 
going to Geboers via his second- tie- 
breaking-moto victory over Veh- 
konen. Even though Geboers piloted 
his factory Honda to the winners 
circle, Cagiva-mounted Vehkonen 
maintains his series points lead over 
Geboers, 141-127. 

Local favorite Leo Combee and his 
Kawasaki blasted into the lead at the 
start of the first moto ahead of 
Vehkonen, Great Britain’s Jeremy 
Whatley and Geboers. These four 
riders quickly pulled away from the 
rest of the pack, while Geboers 
slipped by Whatley during the fourth 
lap. Shortly after, Whatley dropped 
one more position when he crashed 
while trying to remove a tear-off 
from his goggles. But Whatley 
eventually dropped out of the moto 
when his Honda sucked sand into 
the motor, causing it to seize. 

Fifteen minutes into the moto, 
Vehkonen put the move on Combee 
as did Geboers two laps later. From 
that point on, the race was all 
Vehkonen and Geboer’s. The two 
front runners pulled away from the 
rest of the pack as they battled for 
the lead. Turn after turn, Geboers 
tried to find a clear line around the 
Finn but had no luck. With less than 
100 yards from the finish, Geboers 
made one last desperate attempt for 





the lead but his Honda suddenly 
came to a halt with a dry fuel tank. 
Vehkonen went on to win, while . 
Geboers pushed his mount across the 
finish line for second. Third went 
to Combee followed by Holland’s 
Mark Smits, Italy’s Michele Rinaldi 
and Belgium’s Marc Velkeneers.

The 
factory Yamaha rider from 
Holland collected a 2-1 tally to claim 
the overall victory as well as stealing 
the series points lead away from 
defending 125cc World Champion 
Cagiva’s Dave Strijbos. 

Heavy rains on Saturday, forced 
race organizers to rebuild the race 
course in order for the GP to com- 
mence on Sunday. 

In the first moto, Strijbos had no 
problems taking the win while Van 
den Berk settled for second. 

Strijbos was leading the second 
moto, as well, before getting his 
Cagiva’s rear wheel tangled up in the 
trackside fencing. The Dutchman 
spent the next two laps trying to pull 
his Cagiva free, while Van den Berk 
suddenly found himself with the 
lead. Strijbos managed to rejoin the 
race and spent the entire moto 
charging back up through the pack. 
He eventually finished 16th in the 
moto for fifth overall. 

Van den Berk, however, won the 
war with his 2-1 score, while second 
place went to Frenchman Jean- 
Michel Bayle and his Honda. Bayle 
went 4-3, while crowd favorite Petr 
Kovar, from Czechoslovakia, wound 
up finishing third overall, via a 6- 
2 tally.

hard-charging Naylor, who swept in 
to take the checkered flag after three 
hours of high-speed racing. 

“Tve had the bike a while and I’m 
getting used to it now,” he said. “I 
think that’s made a lot of difference. 
It’s working out really well.” 

Naylor thanked Can Am, Horst 
Leitner of ATK for his suspension 
work, Scott, Dunlop Tires, and 
Silkolene Oil. 

The fight for third overall, and 
first in the 250cc class, ended with 
the closest finish possible.. 

At first, Kentucky’s Hendon 
looked to be the winner when he 
flashed across the finish line just 
ahead of Dowell, but when times 
were adjusted to allow for Dowell’s 
second row start, the. 250cc rivals 
came out with exactly the same 
elapsed time — officials declared the 
quarter-liter race a tie. 

“T passed him about two miles 
back from the finish,” said Hendon, 
who is sponsored by Can-Am, Dun- 
lop and Smith Goggles. “It was 
pretty close for a while there. My only 
real problem was a flat rear tire going 
out on lap three.” 

“Coming in at the end, I got 
behind a lapped rider and I couldn’t 
get around him,” said Dowell. 
“Tony (Hendon) picked an alternate 
trail and got around me. “It was 
pretty fast for a National Hare 
Scrambles event and exceptionally 
fast for the guys from back east.” 

Ohio’s Scott Plessinger brought 
his Can-Am 250 home to grab third 
in the 250cc division (fifth overall), 
just one second faster than series 
points leader and fellow 250cc rival, 
Kevin Brown of Ohio. 

“I should still have the points lead 
coming out of this race, even though 
I didn’t win it,” Brown said. “I’m 
the only rider in the whole series that 
has seven complete rides so far. This 
one was entirely too fast. The major- 
ity of the riders are from the East 
Coast. We come out here and they 
put us on trails you could go 100 
miles an hour on. If you’re not 
experienced with this type of riding, 
you can get hurt bad.”

Rayborn tops Roloff at 
Willow Springs

ROSAMOND, CA, MAY 31 


Calvin Rayborn III pulled off two nearly 
imperceptible wins over Earl Roloff at 
Willow Springs International Raceway, 
during ARRA-sanctioned racing action. 


As the 39-rider, 600cc Mod- 
ified Production pack roared 
away from the starting line, 


four bikes on the third row 
bumped fairings with two riders 
going down. No one was hurt, but 


one rider was entangled with his 
bike, so the red flag was brought out. 

The second dropping of the green 
flag saw ex-motocrosser Todd Raw- 
son grab the holeshot. Kawasaki- 
mounted Glenn Smith held on to the 
second slot until turn eight, where

past. Another rider on the move was 
Texan Al Garza, who passed several 
riders on the inside of turn eight and 
took fourth from Roloff. 

Midway through lap two, the five 
riders were already breaking away 
from the pack. At this point, how- 
ever, any of the top five still had a 
chance at the win. Smith and Ray- 
born diced it out for a short time 
before Rayborn made the pass stick, 
going down the hill towards turn six. 
Moments later he swooped around 
Honda CB600 Hurricane-mounted 
Rawson. But glued to Rayborn’s rear 
wheel was ARRA’s number one plate 
holder Roloff. 

Out front, Tom Houseworth’s 
tuning was paying off for Rayborn 
as he steered his Kawasaki 600cc 
Ninja around Willow’s twisty tar- 
mac course with times running in 
the mid 1:34s. Although he set a 
blistering pace, he felt the ever 
present pressure of Roloff, as they 
stretched their lead over third place 
Rawson to seven seconds. 

For several laps Roloff could not 
find an advantage over Rayborn, 
except maybe a slight one on the exit 
of turn nine where it appeared he 
was being held up a bit. On the last 
lap, Rayborn succumbed to Roloff’s 
constant pressure and ran wide in 
turn three with Roloff almost slip- 
ping underneath him - but not quite. 

To get a better drive out of turn 
nine, Roloff let Rayborn get a little 
more of a lead on the back straight. 
The plan was to carry more speed 
out of turn nine and draft past at 
the flag. It almost worked, but the 
well deserved win went to Rayborn. 
Third across the line was Rawson, 
followed by Glenn Smith. 

The 600cc Superstreet race was a 
replay of the Modified Production 
event with Roloff shadowing Ray- 
born for the duration and Rayborn 
only inches ahead at the finish. 

The real money makers, however, 
were the Kawasaki 250cc Ninja pilots 
with a total of four classes in which 
they could compete for money, 
Kawasaki is the only manufacturer 
paying contingencies at ARRA- 
sanctioned events. They’re paying 
$500, $300 and $100 for first, second 
and third, respectively. So all day 
long riders like Paul Van Zuyle, Don 
Canet, Richard Moore and Willy 
Sarzy kept coming back out. Spoil- 
ing some of their fun was Phil Smith 
aboard a single-cylinder Honda 
Ascot. 

At the end of the day the score was 
Smith two, Van Zuyle and Canet one 
each. Their first clash of the day was 
in the 305cc Modified Production 
class which Van Zuyle won easily. 
Second went to Canet, who battled 
it out for eight laps with third place 
finisher Ken Peters. 

For the 305cc Superstreet bout, 
Van Zuyle’s tuner Barry Seavers 
swapped the stock carburetors in 
favor of a set of smooth bores. Van 
Zuyle jumped into the lead right 
from the start turning 1:44s on the 
Ninja. By lap two he had already 
built up a two-second lead over 
Canet, who in turn had his hands 
full with Peters. 

As Van Zuyle opened his lead on 
the fast sections of the track, Canet 
whittled away the seconds on the 
tight portion until the sixth lap 
where he caught Van Zuyle in traffic 
and put his Slo-City Cycles, Dunlop- 
sponsored Kawasaki out front. Canet 
made the pass stick all the way to 
the checkered flag for a one-second 
win over Van Zuyle, who had five 
seconds on Peters. 

The 450cc Four-Stroke Modified 
Production and Superstreet races saw 
the little Ninja game upset, though, 
as Smith rode his Honda to both 
wins.

It then looked as if he 
would waltz to the winner’s circle 
unchallenged as he pulled away from 
the battle for the number two spot. 
With two laps remaining Krotzer’s 
Suzuki thundered into second and 
started closing the gap. It was a 
determined charge which fell a mere 
10-yards short at the checkered flag. 
Magada took third, Schroeder had 
fallen to fourth while Bill Abrigo 
pushed his Kawasaki into fifth. 

By the start of moto two the sun 
had mercifully set, the wind died, the 
dust settled and the evening had 
cooled. But Swenson was still hot 
and he hammered into turn one 
ahead of Robertson, Abrigo and rival 
Krotzer. It took two laps for Krotzer 
to weave his way into second and 
start hounding the leader, leaving 
Schroeder, Abrigo and Scott Dubuc 
contesting for third. The rest of the 
race saw a sizzling, tooth-and-nail 
fight between two excellent riders 
who refused to let up. Krotzer nabbed 
the lead on an uphill turn but 
Swenson stuffed him at the crest to 
regain control. Krotzer tried every 
possible line, but Swenson took a 
hard-earned moto win and the 250cc 
overall. 

“He (Krotzer) was all over me,” 
said Swenson, “trying to pass me in 
a lot of spots. He’s the guy who got 
me two weeks ago. I was just return- 
ing fire!” 

Swenson continued his domina- 
tion in the 125 A class. He looked 
invincible as he came from behind 
to pass Bill Robinson and Andy 
Hatcher to take moto one. But moto 
two was a different story. Robinson 





exploded from the gate, put his 
Honda in front and refused to be 
caught. Swenson still took the 
overall with a 1-2 finish, outpointing 
Robinson’s 3-1. When asked how he 
was able to put an end to Swenson’s 
string of moto victories Robinson 
said, ““The second moto was better 
because there was less dust and the 
berms were better.

Polen dominates 
Grattan RR

Denton, Texas, rider Doug Polen 
returned to Grattan Raceway for 
only the second time in his racing 
career and he still managed to 
soundly beat the competition, win- 
ning $2300 and setting a new track 
record in the process. 

Polen easily won both the A and 
B Production races on his AGV/ 
Dunlop/Texas Hyperformance- 
sponsored Suzuki GSXR750 and 
1100. In the A Production race, Polen 
turned a lap of 1 minute, 27.75 
seconds, averaging 82.05 miles per 
hour on the twisty, two-mile circuit, 
the fastest ever at Grattan. 

Polen was never challenged in the 
- A Production race, winning by 10 
seconds over second place Scott 
Zampach. The B Production race 
was a reapeat with Polen pulling out 
an early lead and extending it 
throughout the contest. Dan Chi- 
vington made the race exciting by 
catching Zampach on the first lap 
to grab second. 

Polen credited a large part of his 
successful weekend to the Dunlop 
K591s he was running. "A couple of 
those guys were running slicks in the 
Production race and these street tires 
were good enough to keep me in 
front of them.” he said. 

Scott Russell of Atlanta, Georgia, 
was on hand to try for the GSXR 
‘Suzuki money. Russell managed 
fourth in the B Production race, and 
put in a great race in the Michigan 
Gran Prix. Russell, starting from the 
back, charged through the pack and 
caught Zampach on the last lap and 
won the second round of the Gran 
Prix. Russell also won the B Super- 
bike race over Zampach on his Cycle 
Mart/Dunlop-sponsored Suzuki 
GSXR750. 

The Middleweight classes pro- 
vided plenty of action. Fritz Kling 
passed Ed Key and early leader Gene 
Burcham on the last lap to win the 
C Superbike race. The top 10 fin- 
ishers were on Honda CB600 
‘Hurricanes. 

R.B. Hamilton showed that older 
bikes can almost be competitive. In 
the C Superbike Novice class, Hamil- 
ton, riding a 1984 Yamaha FJ600, 
would open up a gap on Honda 
CB600 Hurricane-mounted Daryl 
Kuhn. Kuhn would stay close 
enough to motor past Hamilton on 
the straightaway. On the white flag 
lap Hamilton again had the lead 
coming out of the last corner, but 
Kuhn was right there motoring past 
just in time to take the checkered 


ag. 

John Eidenberger had a successful 
day aboard his Port Washington- 
sponsored Yamaha FZR750. Eiden- 
berger took wire-to-wire wins in the 
A Superbike and Formula One races. 
Dennis Martin took second in A

Hicks hauls at 
L.A. County MX

Eddie Hicks topped a strong field of 
250cc Pros at L.A. County Raceway’s 
CRC MX. Hicks beat Yamaha- 
mounted Russ Wageman and Jim 
Holley in the fourth round of the 
Dunestown Series. 

When the gate fell for the first 
250cc Pro moto, Wageman led the 
pack with Hicks tucked in right 
behind.

The 
Wageman-Hicks battle for the lead 
waged open with Wageman getting 
under Hicks for the lead two laps 
from the finish. 

At the end of moto one it was 
Wageman, Hicks and Taylor in the 
top three. 

Everyone was on their feet at the 
start of moto two as the number one- 
plated Yamaha of Wageman was 
again leading the pack with Ortner 
and Holley hot on his heels.

Goodfellow takes 
Mosport RR

BOWMANVILLE, ONT., MAY 18 
The seven round Motoplan/Castrol 
Canadian National Road Racing 
Championships kicked off with the 
15th Annual Victoria Day Sprints- 
sponsored by Castrol at Mosport 
Park. It was Gary Goodfellow doing 
the majority of the winning in the 
Pro classes. Returning early after a 
testing mishap pervious to the AMA 
National at, Road|Atlanta, Goodfel- 
low broke in his new production 
mount with a second in the Open 
Production on Sunday and then 
returned on the holiday Monday to 
win the 750cc Production and the 
Pro Superbike feature. 

Fhe weekend wasn’t an easy one 
for Goodfellow, however. Nursing 
an injured hand and ankle, he had 
no time to set up his brand new 
Suzuki GSXR750R Production bike 
and hence was lucky to finish second 
to the Yamaha FZR750R of Van- 
couver’s Steve Crevier in the Open 
class. Goodfellow stayed right with 
Crevier, but didn’t pass while 
Rothmans-Honda VFR750 Intercep- 
tor rider Paul MacMillan was glued 
to Goodfellow and placed third. 

Sunday’s action also included a 10- 
lap heat race for the Pro Superbike 
feature, and Goodfellow was 
expected to square-off with Suzuki 
teammate and reigning Canadian 
champ Michel Mercier, as well as 
Rothmans-Honda pilots Art Rob- 
bins and MacMillan, Honda privat- 
eers Steve Dick and Tom Walther as 


well ¥ Yamaha Canada’s Crevier 
and Tom Douglas. Top-ranked 
Yamaha support rider Rueben 
McMurter was in Atlanta, and would 
have to start from the back of the 
grid on Monday. 

Mercier jumped into the lead at 
the start of the heat, while Goodfel- 
low stopped after a lap with carb 
troubles, Goodfellow would be 
joining McMurter at the back of the 
grid for the final. Crevier moved to 
the front to dice for the lead with 
Mercier, while Robbins and Walther 
also moved up to make it a four way 
battle for first. All but Walther led, 
but Mercier got the win and pole 
position in the final. 

Sunday’s great track conditions 
were replaced by Monday’s rain and 
drizzle, and constantly changing 
weather was the norm. The Pro 750cc 
Production class was gridded under 
threatening skies, and Goodfellow 
blasted into the lead from the start 
with Crevier on his tail. Then 
Crevier crashed coming off the back 
straight on lap two, and showers in 
some corners forced the red flag out 
just as the leaders started their fourth 
lap. By the time the field could stop, 
front runners Goodfellow, Walther, 
MacMillan, Jean Paquet, Al Royer 
and Tim Johnson were all down. 

The grid was reformed based on 
results after three laps. Goodfellow’s 
hastily-repaired Suzuki just made the 
restart, while most of the other front 
runners were sidelined. Douglas led 
for the first couple of laps on new 
Pirelli radials, but recent major 
surgery left him sore and Goodfellow 
caught up as well as Kawasaki- 
mounted Norm Murphy and Chris 
Evans. Going into the last lap these 
four were inches apart in Good- 
fellow-Douglas-Evans-Murphy. 
order, and the victor was anyone’s 
guess. 

Goodfellow came through the last 
turn in the lead, but ran wide onto 
the speed bumps and had to back off. 
Murphy got the drive and dove 
inside, but came up inches short, 
while Evans was between the pair in 
third and Douglas got squeezed back 
to fourth. Both Murphy and Good- 
fellow came around for the flag, but 
officials gave it to Goodfellow. 

Conditions for the feature were dry 
and overcast, and Mercier again had 
a clear lead after the first lap due to 
a blazing start. From the back of the 
grid, Goodfellow was fifth after one 
lap while McMurter was further back 
on his 1986 FZ750, having demol- 
ished his FZR in the pre-race warm- 
up. After getting into the top 10, 
McMurter retired.
